Taxation 


People the world over have one grievance in common-—-that js the heavy 
Burden of taxation they are called upon to bear in order to provide the costs of: 
government, national, local, municipal. Tt makes no difference whether a 
man is rich or poor—today one and all are complaining on the score of the 
taxes they are called upon to pay. 

Modern forms of democratic government have their advantages over the 
eld autocracies, but it must be admitted they are hot as economical in admin- 
istration. Under the old autocracies, however, the so-called classes and the 
rich largely escaped taxation, and the burden was, for the most part, imposed 
en the masses, the poor. ‘The position today is radically different, and {in 
very large measure people are now fixed in proportion to their means and in- 
come. The Great War is largely responsible because of the stupendous ex- 
penditure and enormous waste of those terrible years, With human liberty 
and civilization at stake, it became necessary to drain every national resource. 
In Great Britain, for example, hundreds of people are being forced by taxa- 
tion to part with estates, property and treasures which have been in posses- 
sion of their families, not merely for generations but for centuries, 

Prior to the war, Canada was known as the great untaxed country. Apart 
from Customs and Excise levies, the Dominion Government imposed no direct 
taxes on the people. Provincial taxation was almost negligible, and munici- 
pal and school taxes comparatively light. Generally speaking, there was no 
ground for complaint on the score of taxation. Because of this very immun- 
ity, it is no doubt all the more difficult now for Canadians to become recon- 
eiled to the necessity of paying taxes in many direct forms—taxes on income, 
taxes on matches, telegrams, railway tickets, bank cheques, notes, receipts, 
and documents and services of many kinds. 

But the war placed a staggering burden of debt on the nine million people 
who make up the Canadian Confederation. Taxation is the price we must 
pay for our liberty and civilization. Is the price too great? Surely not. 

Democracies have their weaknesses; they are the weaknesses of human 
mature. In this age people demand services, conveniences, comforts, un- 
dreamed of even two or three generations ago. By the exercise of their 
franchise through the medium of the ballot, people insist upon and instruct 
their representatives in charge of government to expend the money necessary 
to provide what they thus demand. In carrying out these Instructions, Gov- 
ernments must resort to:taxation in order to meet the expenditures incurred. 
Then the people turn round and complain because they are taxed. 

Furthermore, there has developed of recent years an almost universal de- 
mand that Governments shall’ provide services for all the people which in 
former times People either went without or provided for-themselves. There 
is a very mania,for leaving to Government, Federal, Provincial and Municipal, 
all manner of problems for solution. Let an individual, group of individuals, 
or community get into difficulties and their first thought is to appeal to the 
Government, In the picturesque language of the times, the all-prevailing 
tendency is “Let George do it”—George, in the final analysis, being Govern- 
ment of one form or another. 

But these advocates of ever-increasing expenditures and responsibilities 
on the part of Governments seem to lose sight of the concrete fact that Govy- 
ernments can only provide and administer these services through the. ex- 
penditure of money, and that Government can only obtain money through 
taxation of the people, because money consists of something more than print- 
ing bank notes, as even the insane Soviet in Russia has fouhd out. Then 
when taxation is imposed, the people squeal. 

People must learn the old, old lesson once again that those who call the 
tune must pay tlfe piper; and if they insist upon Governments providing this, 
that afd the other service, they must be prepared: and willing to pay the 
necessary taxes through which alone can such services be provided and main- 
tained. 

There seems to be. a popular fallaey that men entrusted with the duties 
and responsibilities of government and public administration are ever anxious 
to spend money; and yet more money. The reverse is true. There is not 
a Finance Minister or Provincial Treasyrer who is not worried over the prob- 
lem of how to restriet Government serwi¢es and expenditures. Their hardest 
work, and most disagreeable task, is to refuse the demands of representative 
bodies and delegations for new services and increased expenditure, and in the 
game breath urge new and larger services calling for greater expenditure. 

The remedy for heavy taxation is in the hands of the people themselves. 
It can only be found by the public discontinuing the present habit of leoking 
to Governments to supply them with everything they want and cannot provide 
pt their own individual or recs tl effort,

Uncle Sam Was Canada’s Best Cus- 
tomer in January 

The -United States was Canada's 
best customer during January, pur- 
chasing $30,270,860 of Canadian pro- 
ducts, as against $21,134,715 in Janu- 
ary of*last year, according to a sum- 
mary of trade with that country issued 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
During January, however, Canada’s 
purchases in the United States out- 
distanced her sales to that country by 
nearly $19,000,000, the total of Ameri- 
can goods imported being $49,142,939, 
as against $33,598,444 in January of 
last year. 


Power Transmission I By Radio 


By Otis S, Sawn, in the April Popular 
Mechanics Magazine 

Recent experiments in an eastern 
engineering institute on power trans- 
mission by radio, have resulted in the 
discovery of some interesting pheno- 
mena. It is known that . wireless 
waves may be more or less directed in 
one vertical plane. They have never 
been directed in a single line. ~Now 
it is possible to so direct the waves 
that no one not in a straight line be- 
tween the two stations could receive 
them. This opens up possibilities of 
power transmission. 

If the waves may be so controlled 
that they are in.a straight line, there 
will be very little energy lost due to 
promiscuous radiation. Hence, if 
one kilowatt could be sent out, very 
nearly one kilowatt ‘would be received. 
Why has-no one ever done this before? 
The’ answer is sintple. Wireless 
waves in-use today are about 300 
meters or longer. These long waves 
are many more times Hable to radia- 
tion and diffraction than shorter ones. 
The problem, therefore is to make 
short waves. Previous experiments 
have been conducted with waves 
around 50 meters in length, and now; 
waves of the unprecedented shortness 
of 45 centimeters have been produc- 
ed. With an apparatus capable of 
producing waves of, say, 50 ¢enti- 
meters, it would be comparatively: 
simple to make them transmit power.

If 
there is a good supply of moisture in 
the soil and the surface is loosened 
by cultivation the chances of a good 
set of fruit will be much greater than 
if the conditions were just the reverse. 

Because of the great transpiration 
of moisture from a growing cover

Wheat was 
sown on both plots in 1922, the wheat 
on the corn land outyie.ding that on 
the sunflower land by 15 bushels and 
20 lbs, per acre. The wheat on the 
sunfiower land matured about two 
days earlier and had much _ shorter 
straw. It was badly tip-burned on 
June 22nd, whereas there was no sign 
of tip-burn on the corn land on the ad- 
joining summer fallowea pilot; This 
would seem to indicate that the sun- 
flowers had made a heavier demand 
on the moisture during tne previous 
season than had the corn, and that 
there was not sufficient moisture. in 
the soil to carry the crep through a 
critical period, Moisture determina- 
‘tion made during th eseason on ad- 
joining corn and sunflower land show- 
ed that the sunflowers haa used ap- 
proximately 10 per cent more moist- 
ure than the corn during the growing 
season, 

In 1920, corn and sunlfowers were 
grown on this farm under field con- 
ditions, and were sown on two uni- 
form and contiguous tracts of land, 
The whole block was sown to oats in 
1921, and received uniform treatment. 
{The oats on corn land yielded at the 
rate of 38 bushels and 26 pounds of 
oats per acre, while the sunflower 
land y.e ded at the rate of 29 bushels 
and 3 pounds per acre. It~-was also 
noticed that the oats on the sunflower 
land matured fully two days earlier, 
and had considerably shorter straw, 
than the oats on the corn land, which 
fact would strengthen the opinion that 
less moisture had been stoied in -920 
on the sunflower land. As, to weed 
infestation, there was practically no 
difference, the sunflowers being equ- 
ally effective in keeping down weeds.

Experienced Farmers With Plenty of 
Capital Coming to Canada 
From U.S, 

(By G.-C. Porter of Winnipeg) 
Chicago, Il—There 1s a decided) 
optimistic spirit ruling among the in- 
terests on this side of the line engag- 
ed In sending prospective settlers and 
land buyers to Canada.
